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SUMMARY AND CONCLUSIONS ^ 

This study presents some statistics relating to L.A^.C.C. enroll- 
ments over the past eighteen years. During that period, different 
methods of collecting and storing data have produced some inconsis- 
vtencies. For example, inJFall 1975 when the new computer base was 
initiated, fitudents who did not indicate sex were recorded as males; 
when new L. A. Unified District high schools were opened, students 
from those schools were assigned incorrectly to other schools for 
two to three years. Nevertheless, some trends can be inferred. 
Following are some observations: 

(1) With the exception of the 1969*70 year (following the 
year of maximum campus unrest), day enrollment rose 
steadily, averaging about k% increase per year, from 
1962 to 197^.^ Since 197^, day enrollment has dropped 
but is still above the 1973 level.

(2) Although evening enrollment has fluctuated more than 
day enrol Iment*; -trend lines Indicate no cl6ar upward 
or downward longitudinal trend a>ver the past dozen year*;- 

(3) With the exception of 197^ and ^75 ''(faulty data col- 
Jecti.on is suspected), percent jnale day enrol Iment has 

dropped steadily since I960. Ir^ I960, 60^ of the day 
students were male; in 1977t only^^ about ^5^ were male. 
Evening percent male consistently decl ined from about *' 
57^ in i960 to about k5% \n 1970. \ Since^l970, evening 
percent male has remained at about ^5^. Clearly, the 
past fifteen years has seen an increase in the number 
of female students. 

{k) Percent of day students who are full-time (12 units or 
more) has dropped from a high of 70^ in 1967 to below 
50% in 1977. Dgring this period the percent of students 
who are continuing has risen sharply. The trend seems 
to l.ndicate that students are carrying lighter loads 
and staying in college longer.
